  This is to inform you that on January 31, 2006, Bill Gordon, AirCell 
Vice President for Regulatory Affairs, and I, counsel to AirCell, spoke with Kathy 
Harris and Richard Arsenault of the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau about 
the Commission’s requirements for Verizon Airfone to file periodic status reports 
regarding its progress in reconfiguring its narrowband system to operate in 1 MHz 
of spectrum.  We indicated that it would be particularly useful for the Commission 
to require Verizon Airfone to file an initial report shortly after the grant of any new 
license in the air-to-ground (“ATG”) band, followed by supplemental reports at six-
month intervals thereafter.  The initial report would establish an important 
baseline from which to gauge transition progress in the supplemental reports, and 
would enable new ATG licensees to understand the full scope of the transition 
process on an ongoing basis.
